Consultants Say, How- | 


ever, That Drop in 
Costs Could Be 
Wiped Out by Infla- 
tion, Rise in Services. 


Administrative costs of gov- 
ernment in St. Louis and St. 
Louis county would drop about 
$7,000,000 annually under a 
consolidation of all govern- 
ments, it was said yesterday. 
A consulting firm which made 
the estimate also noted, how- 
ever, that inflation and a rise 
in the level of services pro- 
vided probably would wipe out 
this saving. 

Disclosure of the _ possible 
Savings came at a public hear- 
ing by the Metropolitan Board 
of Freeholders on a plan for 
merging municipal and county 
governments under the charter 
of St. Louis. The estimate had | 
been submitted to a freehold- | 
ers committee by Public Ad-

plan rather than outright mer- 
ger. 

In a statement read by Mrs. 
C. P. Hutchinson Jr.,_ the 
League criticized the proposed 
makeup of the Civil Service 
Commission for the merged 
government. Under the plan, 
two members of the commission 
would be representatives of 
employes and two would repre- 
sent employers. The fifth mem- 
be would be a lawyer who 
would preside at all public 
hearings and appeals.

5 SHOT TO DEAT 


William Murphy, Op- 
erator of Newspaper 
Branch, Is Victim— 
Boys Witnesses. 


William Murphy was. shot 
and killed last night when he 
refused to obey a holdup man’s 
command in his newspaper 
branch, 814 North Jefferson av- 
enue. 

The robbers, two young men 
wearing white topcoats and 
handkerchief masks, fled with- 
out loot. Police found $146 in 
Murphy's pockets and a cash 
drawer. 

The shooting was witnessed 
by two newsboys. They told 
police they were preparing to 
turn in their receipts to Murphy 
at 6:30 p.m. when the robbers, 
described as Negroes 18 to 20 
years old, entered the branch. 

“This is a holdup,” said one 


robber, who displaved a re- 
volver, the boys said. 
“Get out of here,’ Murphy 


ordered. 

The armed robber fired three 
rapid shots, the bullets striking 
Murphy in the neck, left chest- 
and right side, the boys said. 
The killer and his companion 
turned and ran. 

Murphy slumped behind a 
counter and was unconscious 
He died 
at City Hospital several hours 
later without making a state- 
ment. He was 61 years old 
and lived at 5709 Greer avenue. 

Police swooped down on pool- 
rooms and taverns in the Jef- 
ferson avenue-Market | street 
neighborhood, rounding up 48 
young men for questioning in 
the killing. Suspects were to 
be viewed by the two boy wit- 
nesses today.

MILITARY PLANE, 
AIRLINER REPORT 
NEAR-MISS IN AIR 


WASHINGTON, March 18 
(AP) — Pilots of a civilian 
transport and an Ajir Force 


cargo plane reported what they 
described as a near-miss over 
Front Royal, Va., yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

The Federal Aviation Agency 
said the pilot of American Air- 
lines flight 165 called it ‘‘ex- 
tremely close.” The Air Force 
called it ‘not too close.” The 
American flight operates from 
New York City to Cincinnati 


and Indianapolis. 
The agency said it had no 
further details, but would con- 


duct an investigation to deter- 
mine the full circumstances, 
especially whether the planes 
came dangerously close.

More than 3000 baby teeth, 
some from such _ far-away 
places as India, Spain, Mexico, 
Hawaii and Alaska, have been 
received thus far for use in a 
study on the effects of stron- 
tium-90, the Greater St. Louis 
Citizens’ Committee for Nu- 
clear Information reported to- 
day. 

From Calcutta, India, the 
committee has received one of 
the teeth of 10-year-old Jolly 
Srimal. Her father, Moti Sing 
Tank, sent the tooth, saying a 
newspaper there had carried a 
story on the study. 

A schooi teacher in Florida 
not only sent the teeth of some 
of his pupils, but included a 
few of his own. Commented Dr. 
John Gilster, one of the re- 
searchers: ‘Unfortunately, I'm 
afraid we can use only baby 
teeth.” 

Some children, Dr. Gilster 
said, are enthusiastic about the 
survey and have made it a 
classroom, Cub Scout 
Brownie project.

Judge Reagan found that 
parking meter ordinances 
passed in 1951 and 1957 were 
invalid in that they permitted 
the geographical areas in which 
parking meters were to be in- 
stalled to be fixed by the 
Parking Meter Commission, 
rather than the aldermen. 

For the same reason, the 
delegation of the power to fix 
fees was also invalid, he said. 
The 1957 ordinance also was 
held invalid because it at- 
tempted to authorize use of

Mr. Eisenhower's decision to 
keep Twining as chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs means holding 
Twining in service past the 
/normal retirement age of 62. 
Twining will be 62 next Octo- 
ber. The President has author-

The impetus for passage of 
the anti-corruption legislation 
came from exposure by the Sen- 
ate Rackets Investigating Com- 
mittee of alleged pilfering and 
misuse of union funds and con- 
flict-of-interest deals in Hoffa’s 
own union.

The paper declared the Iraqi 
people could “count upon their 
true disinterested friends for 
help.” 

In Damascus, the U.A.R.’s 
semi-official Middle East News 
Agency said Khrushchev had 
opened a showdown battle be- 
tween Arab nationalism and 
the “new Communist imperial- 
ism in the Middle East.”

Many Iraqis have been re- 


ported fleeing into Syria since 
the revolt was crushed. 


The news agency complained 
that Khrushchev has reversed 
his stand since July, when he 
promised his support for Nas- 
ser-led Arab unity in the days 
just after the Iraqi revolution. 

The agency also reported 
that a number of U.A.R. work- 
ers arrived from Baghdad yes- 
terday.

The spokesman said a U.A.R 
farm mission left Iraq after So- 
viet experts arrived to give 
Kassem advice on the collec- 
tive system.

The Federal Reserve Board is 
confronted with a charge by one | 
of its own trial examiners that | 
.it has brought an “illegal and | 
punitive” proceeding against a 
bank in Salt Lake City. 

The examiner, Emery J. 
‘Woodall, accused board wit- 
nesses of bias and prejudice, 
charged the board’s lawyer with 
distorting the record and using 
“bootstrap logic,” and cited the 
“patent bad blood” between a/| 
member of the board and the 
president of the Salt Lake bank. 
The decision was made public 
yesterday. | 


Under the administrative pro- | 
cedure act, Woodall’s decision 
—completely rejecting the | 
board’s case against the bank— | 
now goes to the board for the 
decision. Woodall was lent to 
the Reserve Board, which does 
not regularly employ trial ex- 
aminers, for this case. He or- 
dinarily works for the Federal 
Power Commission. 

Trial Examiner’s Function. 

A trial examiner is a sort of 
judge for trying a case before 
quasi-judicial administrative 
agencies and commissions. He 
makes a decision but the full 
board or commission in charge 
of the agency finally decides | 
the case. An examiner's de- | 
cision is usually appealed by 
either the lawyer for the agency 
or the lawyer for the defend- 
ant, whichever loses. 

The proceeding in the pres- 
ent case was an unusual one. 
The Reserve Board accused the 
bank—the Continental Bank & 
Trust Co. of Salt Lake City of 
having inadequate capital. It 
had. not previously brought 
such a. proceeding, and the 
case is regarded as a test of 
the board’s powers in this area. 

The president of the bank 
is Walter E. Cosgriff. Cosgriff | 
was appointed by President | 
Truman as a director of the | 
Reconstruction Finance Corpo- | 
ration in 1951 following the | 
uncovering of scandals in the | 
R.F.C. 

The “patent bad blood” re- 
ferred to by the examiner was 
between Cosgriff and Reserve 
Board Governor J. L. Robert- 
son. As indicated by letters 
introduced at the trial, it 
stemmed from _ Robertson's 
days as deputy comptroller of 
the currency, an agency in the 
Treasury. Cosgriff has charged . 
“persecution” by the federal 
banking supervisory agencies, 
and Woodall’s decision, by im- 
plication, sustained the charge, 


Rejects Board’s Case 

The examiner rejected the 
Reserte Board’s case on every 
possible ground.

His 88-page decision said the 
final brief of the lawyer for 
the Reserve Board was “an 
edited rewriting of what board | 
witnesses presented (or wish | 
eT a” ee ae 
“dangerously misleading and 
unreliable” and a “distortion of 
the record.” 

The board’s witnesses, he as- 
serted, used the “tactic of un- 
supported assertions made with 
a cathedral odor” and “the per- 
vading presence of prejudice 
rendered many factual state- 
ments suspect.” 

Criticizes Witnesses. 

One witness, he said, 
“surprisingly hostile both in 
content and demeanor.” An- 
other used “irrelevant and im- 
material material in a prejudi- 
cial manner.” Another was 
“generally gruff” and a fourth

in attack.” 

The formulas used by board 
witnesses to test the adequacy 
of the bank’s capital, he said, 
were “merely bootstrap as- 
sumptions, thought up by the 


users, and without any com- 
petence or authority.” The 
bank examiner’s report. on 
which the case largely rested 
“is both irrelevant and im- 
material and punitive and 
prejudicial.” 


The use of certain statistical 
material by a leading witness 
for the board, he went on, was 
“both irrelevant and imma- 
terial and in addition violative | 
of due process of law and un- 
fair.’ The testimony of this 
witness was “correctly des- 
cribed” by defense counsel as 
“continuing ad infinitum and 
ad nauseam.” The board's case 
rested on “circular reasoning.” 

A major finding of the ex- 
aminer was that the Conti- 
nental Bank’s capital position 
was no worse when the pro- 
ceeding was brought than it 
was when the bank was first 
admitted to the Federal Re- 
serve System. 


RED CHEMISTS DESCRIBE 
WORK ON 1O2ND ELEMENT 


MOSCOW, March 18 (AP)— | 
Soviet chemists have confirmed | 
the existence of a 102nd ele- 
ment, the Moscow radio said | 
yesterday in reporting a speech | 
by Prof. Georgy Flerov. 

The new element was pro- 
duced in the Moscow cyclo- 
tron between 1956 and 1958, 
Flerov said. It is an unstable 
isotope with an atomic weight 
of 253-4. The Americans have 
produced a _ similar isotope, 
Flerov added, but in a di‘fer- 
ent way. 


Element 102, heaviest so far 
discovered, was produced in a 
University of California atom 
smasher in April last year. 
Called Nobelium, it is the tenth 
element heavier than uranium 
to be made by man.

Williams argued that the 
court’s decision made no basic 
change in Missouri's rate-mak- 
ing procedure as followed for 
45 years, except for a recent 
period of a “few years.” He as- 
serted that Missouri’s law now 
gives the commission the pow- 
er to consider all relevant fac- 
tors in fixing the value of util- 
ity properties. 

He said the commission fol- 
lowed this practice until about 
1952 when it adopted the pol- 
icy of giving more weight to 
the original-cost-less-deprecia- 
tion theory. The Supreme 
Court decision merely put the 
commission back on the right 
track as prescribed by the 
present statute, he declared. 

Sponsor’s Contention. 

The controversial bill was in- 
troduced by Senator Kelso 
Journey (Dem.), Clinton, who 
previously argued before the 
committee that if the Supreme 
Court’s decision is permitted 
to stand, utility rates will rise. 

He said the cost of reproduc- 
ing existing utility plants 
would be two or three times 
larger than the original con- 
struction cost, because of in- 
flation.

Then: “He 
glanced out his side window, 
Saw some lghts, and before he 
could look back to his instru- 
ments to call 500, they hit the 
water.” 


The flight engineer, Warren 
E. Cook, of Aurora, Ill., “re- 
called that he glanced out the 


| captain's side window at about 


600 feet on the captain’s alti- 
meter and observed three or 
four white lights and thought 
they were unusually low,” 
Zamuda testified. “He glanced 
at the captain’s altimeter and 
it was indicating 500 feet when 
they hit the water.” : 


The altimeters, a new type 
recently placed in serv- 
ice, had been suspected early 
in the investigation of the 
crash. The Federal Aviation 
Agency set new ceiling and 
visibility standards for landing 
planes using the new-style in- 
struments, and supplementary 
old-style altimeters were in- 
stalled by airlines affected by 
the regulation. 

Zamuda said the survivors 
had not been aware of any 
malfunction of the altimeters 
on the flight from Chicago. 

The airliner, with 73 persons 
aboard, was coming in for an 
instrument landing in a rain 
storm when it smacked into 
the river short of the runway. 

“Visual contact was never 
established through the for- 
ward windshield,” Zamuda’s 
report said. “The windshield 
wipers were off, landing lights 
retracted and off, flaps were in 


approach position, auto pilot 
still engaged, no warning 
lights observed: the aircraft 


and engines operated normally, 
no indications of a stall, pitch 
or abrupt maneuver.” 

Both surviving flying offi- 
cers and the stewardess, Joan 
Marie Zeller, of Providence, | 
R.Il.. who was rescued, are 
scheduled to testify later. They 
are among about 40 persons 
scheduled to be heard in hear- 
ings which may last four or 
five days.

WASHINGTON, March 18 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
asked Attorney General Wil- 
liam P. Rogers today to con- 
sider what action can be taken 
to relieve radio and television 


stations from having to give | 


equal time to politicians on 
news shows. 

White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said that Mr. 
Eisenhower, without any criti- 
cism of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission for its 
recent decision in a Chicago 
case, feels the result was 
ridiculous. 

The commission, acting un- 
der the law, held that Lar Daly, 
a perennial candidate for of- 
fice in Chicago, -was entitled 
to equal time on the air in a 
case arising from the recent 
primary campaign for Mayor. 

Mayor Richard Daley, Dem- 
ocratic candidate for re-elec- 
tion, was shown on a news pro- 
gram greeting the President of 
Argentina, Lar Daly, running 
on both the Democratic and 
Republican tickets, appealed 
to the FCC. He argued he was 
entitled to equal time even 
though the Daley picture was 
on a news show. The FCC 
agreed that was the law. 

Hagerty emphasized that Mr. 
Eisenhower was not criticizing 
the FCC nor any other provi- 
sions of the law relating to 
equal time, but had in mind 
only the phase dealing with 
news shows. “The emphasis 
here,” Hagerty said. “is that 
it is ridiculous to have the law 
tell radio stations they have to 
give equal time in the cover- 
age of news.” 

Hagerty said the term “ 
ulous’” was used by the Presi- 
dent. He said the matter was 
brought to Mr. Eisenhower's 
attention by editorials and a 
copy of a talk on the subject 
by Dr. Frank Stanton, presi- 
dent of the Columbia Broad-. 
casting System. 

Mr. Eisenhower asked Rogers 
to consider whether a remedy 
cen be provided by new legis- 
lation or by other appropriate 
means.

Time Rule. 


New York Times News Service 
CHICAGO, March 18—John 
C. Doerfer, chairman of the, 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission, said yesterday that he 
favored repeal of the equal- 
time section of the Federal 
Communications Act. 

During a press conference at 
the annual convention of the 
National Associatin of Broad- 
casters, Doerfer discussed his 
views on Section 315, which 
he suggested might need 
changes. When asked what 
changes, Doerfer replied: 

“T would repeal it.” 

He said he would like to see 
a policy evolved whereby the 
commission could distinguish 
between news and a “political 
presentation.” 

‘‘An informed public is {fn- 
dispensable for the continu- 
ance of a democratic society. 
If every presentation of a duly 
elected public official, who 
happens to be, at a given time, 
a qualified candidate for an 
office must be matched by an 
equal amount of free time by 
all other such candidates, then 
the essence of governmental 
news will be emasculated dur- 
ing campaign periods. The 
broadcaster will be shorn of 
any journalistic judgment dur- 
ing this eritical period,” Doer- 
fer said.

League reversed itself yester- 
day and withdrew its’ bar 
against Tobias Stone of New

League officers voted after 
an amicable meeting with 
Stone to permit him to play 
in the national bridge tourna- 
ment and Vanderbilt trophy 
competition under wavy here. 
The league had barred Stone 
Friday for “conduct unbecom- 
ing a member.” 

Winslow Randall, league 
president, said the board would 
consider in July whether to 
drop all charges against Stone. 
Charges stemmed from last 
year’s world bridge champion- 
ships in which the United 
States team, of which Stone 
was a member, lost to the 
Italians.

BOGOTA, March 18 (AP)— 
The Colombian Senate today | 


adjudged ex-dictator Gen. Gus- 


tavo Rojas Pinilla guilty of 


violating the constitution and 
injuring the dignity of the 
presidency in his regime. 


The Senate voted 62 to 4 on. 


the first count and 65 to 1 on 
the second count in a night 
session. 

It now is up to the Supreme 
Court to impose penalties. 
which could include loss of 


political rights, titles, pensions | 


and honors. 

Rojas Pinella came to power 
by a military coup in 1953 and 
was overthrown four years 


later. He returned voluntarily | 
to Colombia from exile in| 


Spain and the Canary islands 
and almost immediately was 
put on trial before the Senate 
Jan. 22. 

He was accused of abuse of | 
power while president, includ- | 
ing extortion. Senate prosecu- 


tors charged that he and his 


wife illegally enriched them- 
selves with millions of dollars. | 

Rojas Pinilla wa: in modest 
circumstances when he seized 
power but later he acquired 
extensive landholdings. 

He was accused of using the 
power of his office to force 
private banks to grant him 
huge loans. that were never 
repaid. 

When he returned from exile, 
the ex-dictator said the Senate 
lacked authority to make a#/§ 
former president testify. He 
finally agreed to appear before 
the Senate only after.a show | 
of force at his home by police | 
and soldiers.

BILL LATRASSE DIES: 


NOTORIOUS ROBBER 


DENVER, March 18 (AP)— 
Bill LaTrasse, last of the old- 
time train robbers, is dead. 

After spending more than 
half his life in prison, LaTrasse 
died a free man yesterday at 
the age of 77. 

Released from the Kansas 
penitentiary last Dec. 30; he 
immediately came to Denver to 
live with a sister, Mrs. Edna 
Shelton. Ten days ago he en- 


tered a Denver hospital, suffer- 
ing from a kidney ailment. 

On Christmas night 1910 he 
held up a Missouri Pacific train 
between Kansas City and Leav- 
enworth, Kan. 
porter ahead of him through 
the cars and robbed the pas- 
sengers of $2000. 


Captured and sent to the 
Kansas prison; he escaped in 
1915. Then followed a Chicago 
robhery, a battlefield wound in 
World War I, another arrest 
and the completion of his 
prison term. 

LaTrasse made an effort to 
go straight and opened a shoe 
repair business in Kansas City. 
But a holdup of a gambling 
game sent him to the Missouri 


He pushed a) 


prison. Released, he went 
beck to the Kansas prison after 
two men were shot in a holdup 
of a dice game at Parnsons, 
Kan., in 1942. This time it was 
for life. 

LaTrasse escaped again, but 
he soon was caught, a sick and 
broken old man. 

During his years in prison, 
his mother, Mrs. Ellen Delphine 
LaTrasse, burned a light in a 
window of her Kansas City 
‘Kan.) house for the time when 
“My Willie’ comes home. She 
scrubbed endless miles of floors 
and saved $1800 to give to 
LaTrasse when he finished his 
first prison term. Two days 
after he got out, the depres- 
sion forced the bank to close 
and the money was gone.

The Forgotten Woman 


I am writing in regard to an 
article entitled “Better Sanita- 
tion in Hospitals Urged to Prevent 
Infections.’ 

1 would like to stress that the 
housekeeping staff in hospitals is 
underpaid. The starting salary of 
a housekeeper is $6 a day. That 
means about $5 clear after taxes. 
Two meals a day are furnished, 
often leftovers. There are no un- 
employment benefits. 

These housekeepers are quite 

voften looked upon as a lower class 

of people, which is very depress- 
ing. Many housekeepers are of 
the age of 45-50, women who are 
alone in this world and have a 
stomach to feed and would gladly 
work elsewhere but, even though 
they have experience in other 
fields, the employers seem to 
think they are past their useful- 
ness. In other words, they are 
turned out to pasture, and, as a 
means of survival, have to work in 
a hospital; through this neces- 
sity they feel they are taken ad- 
vantage of and have to work for 
such a small salary. 

As we all know, a person whose 
morale is low can’t possibly show 
real interest. In some cases they 
are not permitted to use the same 
elevators as the others. They real- 
ize the degrading attitude taken 
toward them. 

These people have to supply 
their own uniforms: and regula- 
tion white shoes, Their hours are 
very irregular and they work al- 
ternate weekends. 

A breakdown of their budget 
would read as follows: 

Carfare, $2.50: room, $7; food, 
$7: laundry, $1.50; total $18, not 
including insurance, hospitaliza- 
tion, clothing and many other 
necessary items. 

Bring-home pay is $25 a week. 
How they even survive is a 
mystery.

The School Tax Proposal 


The St. Louis School Board’s decision to 


‘propose a 13-cent tax rise at a special election 


April 22 carries with it the burden of proving 
that the system needs this much additional 
cash. 

Revision of the assessment ratio on the 
merchants and manufacturers tax cost the 
schools $1,300,000, so says the board. To 
produce that much, an increase of 8 cents, 
not 13, is necessary. Why the additional 
five cents? 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, chairman of _ the 
board’s budget committee, talks in terms of 
rising enrollments, more teachers, of the cost 
of financing improved social security bene- 
fits for employes and of normal salary incre- 
ments. But if the M. & M. tax had not been 
tampered with and if the board had obtained 
the full $1,300,000 it had been counting on, 
would it now be asking a 5-cent rise? 

Voters also will want to know what steps, 
if any, Mr. Ehrhardt and his colleagues have 
taken to answer charges of waste in the sys- 
tem, especially the patronage-ridden Building 
department. The 1954 report of A. T. Kearney 
& Co., for which the board paid $50,000 and 
which it then ignored, said the schools were 
snending $1,487,000 a year more than they 
should for the service then being given. 

United States Office: of Education figures 
tend to support this general conclusion. Op- 
eration and maintenance costs in St. Louis 
are far out of line with those in other com- 
munities in the 10-state north-central area. 

Twenty-four major school systems in the 
north-central area—all the big ones except 
Chicago and Detroit—spend an average~ of 
11.4 cents of each tax dollar for plant opera- 
tion and 5.8 cents for maintenance. In St. 
Louis 10.5 cents goes for plant operation and 
a whopping 9 cents for maintenance. 


No other city in this group spends as much 
on. maintenance as St. Louis; neither does 
Chicago or Detroit. The other principal 
north-central cities that St. Louis tops include 
Indianapolis, Des Moines, the two Kansas 
Citys, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Omaha, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Columbus, Dayton and Mil- 
waukee. 


Why is school maintenance so high in St. 
Louis? Granted that the system suffers from 
a high proportion of old buildings, is it also 
not true that the board as presently consti- 
tuted is unwilling to trim the fat out of *he 
Building department? It is a matter of rec- 
ord in sworn testimony in court that Building 
mechanics were hired for political reasons, 
and that they are still on the payroll. 

The rules under which the coming tax elec- 
tion will be conducted are drastically differ- 
ent from those of the last several years. If 
the proposed $1.64 rate is defeated, the levy 
will fall only to the $1.51 level currently in 
effect—not to the 89-cent mark which is the 
maximum the board can levy without voter 
approval. This is because the voters have 
approved a minimum $1.51 rate through thee 
next ‘school year. 

So the School Bédard will be under greater 
pressure than usual to make an air-tight case 
for a higher rate. The voters can say No 
without fear that the school system will be 
wrecked. They are waiting for the board to 
prove the need. 


What Boundaries for TV A? 


Rigid demarcation of the TVA service area 
seems to be the price the power companies 
and their friends in Congress are determined 
to charge in return for permitting the agency 
to finance its power operations. Since Con- 
gress has been stalling on the financing legis- 
lation for four years now, there is a good deal 
of pressure on TVA and its friends in Con- 
gress to accept any quid pro quo not poten- 
tially disastrous. ; 

A general demarcation of the TVA area 
seems reasonable on its face, provided it is not 
inflexible. For example,’ Paducah, Ky., on 
the banks of the Tennessee river and within 
20 miles of the largest TVA dam, has been 
trying for 20 years to buy out the Kentucky 
Utilities Co. and obtain TVA power.. After a 
long, hard court battle it appears on the verge 
of victory. But it would be foreclosed from 
TVA power if Congress adopted the Vinson 
amendment freezing the service area: as of 
July 1, 1957. So would the Kentucky commu- 
nities of South Fulton, Princeton and Glasgow, 
which are reported considering following in 
Paducah’s footsteps. 

A restriction that: would prevent TVA serv- 
ice from reaching communities which logical- 
ly and economically belong in the system 
would be an injustice. Since not every eventu- 
ality can be foreseen, the only fair geographi- 
cal limit would be one general enough and 
flexible enough to do the right thing by other 
cases like these which may arise. As the 
House considers this key part of the TVA 
financing bill, we hope it will exercise the 
good sense to arrive at a solution which will 
be equitable rather than punitive. 


A Squabble and Air Safety 


The cockpit of an airlineft is one place 
where harmony and co-ordination must pre- 
vail for safety’s sake. Yet the flight engineer 
and the pilot unions are carrying their old 
fight over job security to uncomfortable 
lengths. It is high time that the Air Line 
Pilots Association and the Flight Engineers 
International Association came to their senses. 

One of the country’s major carriers, Eastern 
Air Lines, is again the victim of this union 
dispute. Only last December the company 
settled a six-week strike by agreeing to keepa 
mechanic-trained flight engineer on each new 
jet and adding a third pilot. 

The third pilot is regarded by the ALPA as 
a safety factor. Eastern Air Lines does not 
dispute this contention but the FEIA asserts 
that the third pilot constitutes “featherbed- 
ding” and crowds the cockpit dangerously. 

This week the FEIA charged that a small 
“hard core” of Eastern pilots is endangering 
safe operation of planes in a determined ef- 
fort to usurp the engineers’ duties. Basis of 
the charge is a compilation of more than 200 
reports submitted by Eastern engineers since 
the strike was. ended Dec. 31. The ALPA 
reply is a general denial. 

The pilot’s authority in the cockpit is, of 

rse, complete except that he must abide 


*by rules laid down by the company and the 


Federal Aviation Authority. Eastern has re- 
minded its pilots that while their authority 
is not questioned they should live up to these. 
rules like other crewmen. 

It may be taken for granted that even the 
most disgruntled pilots and engineers want to 
experience a happy landing, but it is good 
to know that the FAA is investigating. A\l- 
though the two unions concerned may not 


realize it, everyone else concerned knows 
that a squabble which endangers safety aloft 
simply is not going to be tolerated for long. 


Economic Aid Still Lags 

President Eisenhower's foreign aid program 
is under the usual congressional attack, but 
the report of the Draper study committee 
raises the question whether the President’s 
requests are adequate. The committee thinks 
$400,000,000 more should be spent on mili- 
tary aid, especially in Europe, and that the 
Development Loan Fund should be increased 
to a billion dollars a year. 

Out of deference to the Administration 
budget, the committee would make both rec- 
ommendations effective only after July 1, 
1960. But if the program is as important to 
our own welfare as the committee says it is, 
why should we put off the day of meeting 
our full responsibilities? 

As for economic aid, no very substantial 
increase in the rate of activity is planned. 
Although the President proposes an increase 
in obligational authority, actual expenditures 
during 1959-60 are expected to rise only by 
100 millions, and will still be less than a bil- 
lion dollars while military aid continues to 
take around two billion. 

Especially inadequate, it .seems to us, are 
plans for the Development Loan Fund, which 
is counted on so heavily to support free gov- 
ernments in ex-colonial lands like India. 

The fund now has a capital of $700,000,000 
and Mr. Eisenhower is asking that $225,000,- 
000 more be added during the current fiscal 
year. For the new budget of 1959-60 he asks 
an additional $700,000,000. But the rate of 
expenditure from the Fund this year is only 
$125,000,000, and next year it is scheduled to 
rise only to $200,000,000. Is that fast enough 
for the job in hand? 

Every dollar of the Fund’s original $700. 
000,000 has been committed, and it has on 
hand approved requests running to $1,500,- 
600,000. But if the Fund is too slow in get- 
ting into action with an actual flow of dollars, 
its effectiveness very possibly will be im- 
paired. In 1951, at the peak of the Marshall 
Plan, the United States spent 7.4 billions for 
foreign aid. Today, with a Jarger national 
product, can we not afford a really adequate 
capital and rate of operations for the Develop- 
ment Fund, which could prove every bit as 
important as the Marshall Plan? 


Mr. Keating’s Sound Proposal 
Kenneth B. Keating has been in the Senate 
less than three months and yet he has made 
a proposal more worthwhile than some Sena- 
tors make in six years in office. The New 
York Republican recommends “making Sena- 
tors’ payrolls public, just as they are in the 
House.” As it is, anyone can look over the 
payrolls of Representatives and find out who 
is paying how much to whom. But the Senate 
reports list only a lump sum for each Senator. 
That is why it was easy to discover which 
House members had sons and daughters and 
wives on their payrolls, but it took Clark Mol- 
lenhoff of the Des Moines Register to pry out 
of Republican Senator Martin of Iowa the fact 
that his son went through three years of law 
school while a highly-paid employe of the 
father’s Senate office. We hope to see so 
many Senators adopt Senator Keating’s sound 
position that it soon will become the rule in 
the Senate as well. as in the House. > 


Attack on the Humane Society 

Until a conyincing case has been publicly 
proved for it, the Missouri Legislature should 
cast a skeptical eye on the pending bill to 
make it a misdemeanor for a corporation to 
practice veterinary medicine. This measure 
bears every sign of being directed by veter- 
inarians against one of the worthiest organiza- 
tions in the state, the Humane Society of Mis- 
souri, with headquarters at 1210 Macklind 
avenue, St. Louis. 

The only possible application of the bill, 
were it to become law, would be to prevent 
the Humane Society from providing humane 
veterinary care for dogs and other animals 
which arrive at the society’s shelter in a con- 
dition that requires treatment. 

Why, we wonder, was this bill which would 
apply in practice now to St. Louis, introduced 
not by a St. Louis legislator, but by Senator 
George A. Spencer, Columbia Democrat? Why 
was it kept so quiet that the Humane Society 
did not know of. its existence until it was re- 
ported out of the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee? Why was there no public hearing at 
which citizens like Edwin B. Meissner Jr., R. 
Forder Buckley and Fritz K. Grolock, all ac- 
tive in the Humane Society, might express 
their views? 

Meantime 21 veterinarians, not content to 
have one string for their bow, have filed an 
injunction suit in Circuit Court here to stop 
clinic work at the Humane Society and re- 
quire the society to give up its charter. We 
omit a judgment on the proceeding before 
Judge McMillian, but say again that for nearly 
80 years the Humane Society has been a most 
commendable expression of man’s feeling for 
unfortunate animals. It deserves support and 
help, not attack and denunciation. 


Rockefeller on Labor 

In his relatively brief career as Governor of 
New York, Nelson Rockefeller has won one 
major legislative victory and he apparently is 
on the way to another. The victory achieved 
was for a tax program which included pay-as- 
you-go income tax withholding. The success 
which seems assured concerns a labor reform 
program. 

Gov. Rockefeller has proposed a law pro- 
viding a code of ethics for union officers; re- 
quiring financial reporting from unions, em- 
ployer organizations and labor consultants; 
and prohibiting various special dealings 
among union officers, employers and the con- 
sultants. Union officers could not have per- 
sonal financial interests in enterprises in an 
industry served by a union, take gifts from 
employers or lend union funds to them. There 
are careful exceptions for small gifts or for 
official union loans to support an industry. 

The New York Times predicts that the Leg- 
islature is likely to approve this legislation. 
And while some labor leadérs will be neutral, 
several major unions are said to feel that the 
Rockefeller program is better than the various 
reform proposals introduced in Congress. That 
is because the program would, protect unions 
and their members from corruption without 
attempting to reorder basic union structures. 

From a political standpoint Gov. Rockefeller 
will have performed a neat trick if he wins 
approval from conservative legislators and 
labor together. So far nobody in Congress 
has been that successful.

In rais- 
ing the discount rate now, the Fed 
is attempting to fight an inflation 
that does not exist—except in the 
forecasts of the money managers. It 
is acting, then, on the basis of pre- 
diction rather than reality. 

The money managers appear to 
have forgotten, but this is precisely 
what they refused to do in the early 
stages of the 1957-58 recession. A\l- 
though the downturn began in the 
summer or even the late spring, it 
was late fall before the Fed would

In- 
deed, past experience suggests that 
such measures as a rise in the dis- 
count rate actually drive the market 
to greater heights because they ex- 
cite the fear of infletion instead of 
dispelling it, 

As a result of the Fed’s action, we 
can look for higher interest rates, 
tighter credit—and a slower pace for 
business recovery that still is a long 
way from putting the economy back 
where it belongs on its long-term 
growth trend. oe 

No one can criticize the Fed for 
wanting to head off inflation. But 
it's possible to inquire whether the 
money managers are asking us to pay 
a high price in terms of birds in the 
hand for the birds they predict will 
be in the bush.

NEW YORK, March 18—A 
shocked, disappointed St. Louis 
University basketball team to- 
day tried to analyze its 75-72 
setback at the hands of Provi- 
dence College in their Nation- 
al Invitation tournament game 
here last night.

With a 
tremendous height advantage, 
it seemed hardly possible the 
Bills could lose. But the Fri- 
ars turned the trick in two 
overtime periods. 

Providence, victor in one of 
the big form upsets of the col- 
lege basketball season. will 
have a chance to prove it is 
destiny’s darling when it meets 
St. John’s in a semifinal round 
game tomorrow night. 

Coach John Benington of 
the Bills felt as bad about the 
defeat as did his players, but 
when the hurt had passed he 
had to give credit to Provi- 
dence. 

Good Enough to Win. 

“We didn’t play ai great 
game,” said Benington. n@ting 
that a season-long deficiency in 
free throw shooting came back 
to kill the Bills in regulation 
time, which ended tied at 61- 
61. “But we did play good 
enough to win, even though we 
lost the ball too many times.” 

Thinking further, Benington 
decided Providence had to have 
the credit for most of the turn- 
overs. A quick-handed Len 
Wilkens, who was high scorer 
with 30 points, was the killer 
who stole the ball often and 
disrupted the Billikens. 

“They took the ball 
from us more often 
lost it ourselves,” 
conceded.

topping by three points Harold 
Alcorn’s 564 total of the 1956- 
57 season. But in the overtime 
scrambling, in which he scored 
six of the 11 St. Louis points, 
Ferry needed more help. 

Pete ‘ McCaffrey had _ bad 
shooting luck, hitting only once 
in 14 shots from the field and. 
missing a hurried shot with 
three seconds left in the first 
overtime period. Ferry tried 
to tip in this one but Provi- 
dence’s John Woods tied up the 
ball and .the count remained 
65-65.

Bills Lead, 68-67. 

In the second overtime pe- 
riod, Ferry’s three-point scor- 
ing play put the Bills ahead at 
68-67.

Ozark Sportsman and 
Outdoors Writer. 


“The sweetest tasting fish 
is a sucker, according to my 
notion,” said the Current 
river guide. “Sure, they are 

full of fine - 
bones. that 
even come 
tied up in 
bundles of 
three or four, 
but any Ozark 
native who 


has cooked 
fish stream- 
side knows 


how to take 
care of that 
small difficul- 
ty. Nothing 
much to it. 

“Just take a sharp knife, 
after you have scaled the 
fish, and score crosswise all 
the way down to the back- 
bone on both sides. Be sure 
the scored cuts are not more 
than one-fourth inch apart. 
Roll the fish well in corn- 
méal and fry it fast in deep, 
hot bacon drippings or vege- 
table oil. The small bones 
will magically disappear and 
you’ve got a palate pleaser 
that is as crisp as cracklings 
—and twice as good.” 

Suckers soon will be mov- 
ing upstearm in their spring 
migration. The grabbing and 
snaring season on suckers, 
carpsuckers, redhorse, carp, 
buffalo and paddlefish (‘or 
spoonbill) opened Sunday in 
Missouri and runs to May 
15. It reopens Oct. 1 and 
runs unti] Dec. 31. 


Snagging and snaring are 
methods of fishing that are 
angling diversions confined 
mostly to the clear Ozark 
streams. They are also prac- 
ticed in some of the moun- 
tain streams in Tennessee 
and Kentucky when the 
rough fish are “shoaling.” 
Shoaling, of course, is Ozark 
terminology meaning that 
the fish are spawning in the 
riffles and shallow areas. 

When the dogwood blooms 
and the water temperature 
approaches 55 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, the suckers begin 
the annual run from their 
winter quarters in the larger 
streams and lakes to the 
smaller headwater streams 
to spawn. Biologists are not 
sure how many true species

of suckers inhabit Missouri 
waters. However, nine spe- 
cies have been definitely 
identified. 
Fiddle Music 

The carpsucker, buffalo 


and blue sucker are found 
mostly in muddy waters. The 
other suckers prefer clean 
streams. The redhorse often 
weigh as much as 10 pounds. 
Try one of this size with an 
“E” fiddle string for a snare 
and you will not soon forget 
the expression, “rough fish,” 
has a double meaning. 
Snares usually are con- 
structed of pliable copper 
wire and sometimes violin 
Strings are used. A running 
loop is made in the wire and 
then attached to a 20-pound 
test line. Overhanging trees 
nd rock ledges overlooking 
© stream are utilized by the 
shermen. The loop is gently 
ee to a position back of 
the gills and jerked violently 
upward when in proper place. 
The running noose fastens 
firmly back of the head por- 
tion of the fish and a tight 
line, plus a strong grip on 
the rod, will usually reward 
: the snare angler with a catch 
of “sweet-tasting” suckers. ~ 
The one exception to the 
edibility of this family of 
fishes is the hog. sucker. 
Although edible, it is the 
least sought of the suckers 
because of its soft flesh and 
the small percentage of 
usable meat.-One of the fav- 
orite Ozark stories told dur- 
ing a period of hard times in 
the hill regions concerned 
two neighbors meeting at the 
cross-roads store and weigh- 
ing the woes of the world. 
“Guess the depression is 
about over’’, one said. “I saw 
a rabbit crossing the road on 
my way to the store and no 


one was chasing it’. The 
other replied, “I reckon it 
must be. I was out fishing 


the other night and six hog 
suckers passed upstream 
without a single gig mark on 
them 


Spoonbill Round-Up 


Suckers often are snagged 
in the streams, but the major 
snagging season takes place 
in the upper end of the Lake 
of the Ozarks near Warsaw. 
Hundreds of “grabbers” -con- 
gregate in that area when the 
upstream spawning run of 
the paddlefish takes place. 
Paddlefish are sometimes 
called shovelnose cat, spoon- 
bill cat, boneless cat or 
spoonbill sturgeon. Yet this 
fish is neither a catfish nor 
a sturgeon. It is like the gar, 
shark, and sturgeon—a repre- 
sentative of an old group of 
fossil fishes. A 25-pounder 
is a good average, 40-pound- 
ers are common and fish 
weighing up to 50 pounds 
are not unusual. 

In the snagging or grabbing 
of these prehistoric throw- 
backs, heavy lead sinkers are 
fastened to large treble hooks 
and the hooks are tied to a 
heavy test line. Deep sea 
tackle is often used and the 
angler needs both patience 
and luck to land the larger 
specimens. During the spawn- 
ing run they are often killed 
by the propeller blades of 
the multi-horse motors used 
by the anglers. il 

The concentration of these 
fishes in the Warsaw area has 
been of great interest to 
fishery biologists. There is 
perhaps no other spot in the 
United States where these 
hefty fishes are found in 
tuch great numbers.

Chasing Out 
Cary Grant

HOLLYWOOD, March 18 (AP), 


“] CAN’T TAKE IT any more. 
I'm getting out. I see no rea- 
son to stay here and get 
poisoned.” 

These dramatic words came 
not from a script, but the real- 
life conversation of Cary Grant. 
His complaint: The Los Angeles 
smog. 


“TI’ve had it,” said the actor 
as he basked in the smog-fil- 
tered sunshine outside the 
“Operation Petticoat” set. He 
was baking his face with an 
aluminum reflecting sheet—he 
has always kept his face tan 
to avoid using makeup. 


Grant is a health bug and 
remains the world’s best argu- 
ment for the health regimen. 
But he claims one can’t stay 
healthy while breathing smog. 

“Fortunately, I don’t have to 
stay here,” he remarked. “I 
can go to Europe and make 
pictures. And that’s what I’m 
going to do, just as soon as I 
can get squared away. 

“It’s a shame that smog has 
ruined this city. I can remem- 
ber what a wonderful town it 
was when I first come here. 
It’s not so wonderful any 
more.” 

Tony Curtis, same picture, 
was chortling about his busi- 
ness acumen. A local money- 
man offered to buy out Tony's 
interest in “The Vikings” for 
$500,000. The actor didn’t sell. 

“So far my returns from the 
picture have been $680,000,” he 
reported, “‘and large parts of 
Europe haven’t been heard 
from yet.”

A Disappointing 
Broadway Season 


NEW YORK, March 18. 

IT HAS BEEN a most disappointing season of theater 
so far. This is written before I have seen Tennessee Wil- 
liams’s. much-awaited “Sweet Bird of Youth” but that can 
only mitigate, not end, the drouth. It’s been disappoint- 
ing, this season, not only 
in the quality of plays 
but in the trends and, 
above all, the implica- 
tions. 

Several plays which I 
thought deserved atten- 
tion did not get it and 
some very trashy stuff 
did and, when this hap- 
pens, it is especially dis- 
heartening because it is a 
reflection not on the 
playwrights (who always 
eventually snap to it and 
electrify us the following 
season or the one after) 
but on the temper of the 
playgoers about which 
little can be done.

The big hits among 
the serious plays left 

JOHN CROSBY me cold—very, very 
cold. The first of them, Eugene O’Neill’s “Touch 
of the Poet,” I found—to be quite frank about it— 
a stupefying bore. If O’Neill hadn’t written it, I 
greatly Qoubt that it would have been produced 
at all. 


Its first scene wherein a couple of country bumpkins 
get the exposition out from under the rug and into the laps 
of the audience—‘Betimes, his lordship has a roguish 
twinkle in his eye for Lady Teaxlemop and if it were not 
for the fact that he is the natural son of a Whig and she 
the heiress of a Protestant Tory, a match might be arranged 
which, forsooth, could stop the mortgage from being fore- 
closed on the castle’—anyhow that sort of thing would 
hardly have been tolerated even in Restoration comedy. 


While there might have been a certain grandeur in 
the original concept which involves the loss of aristocratic 
pretensions of its hero, it came out pettily and, apart from 
one splendid scene between Helen Hayes and Kim Stanley, 
there was little of the greatness that is O'Neill in it. 


“J. B.” reminds me strongly of the sort of moral alle- 
gories we used to put on in the eighth grade at Milwaukee 
Country Day School, except I think we did them better. 
Ours had more humor and the grace of innocence to purify 
them. The sight of an actor on his knees for three acts 
has not been seen in the theater since church drama passed 
into disfavor and for very good reasons. It is not good 
theater, intelligent drama, or even especially respectable 
philosophy. 

I found myself most caught by “Epitaph for George 
Dillon” by John Osborne and Anthony Creighton which 
keeps opening and closing and, I devoutly hope, might still 
find some more permanent resting place on Broadway. 
I didn’t really like Osborne’s “Look Back in Anger,” but I 
was gripped by it and held by it and angered by it and 
that’s the mark of a real talent. This is a more likable play 
and, like “Look Back in Anger,’ I kept feeling it was a 
first draft, that Osborne should run his plays through the 
typewriter one more time. On sober reflection, I decided 
maybe that would be a mistake, maybe they would lose 
something of that electric urgency which reminds me— in 
a quite different way—of our own William Inge (though 
Inge will not thank me for that remark at all). 

“The Disenchanted” is not a great play or even a good 
one, but I had the best time at it I’ve had all season for a 
number of reasons. For one, Jason Robards Jr., gives a 
performance that lifts you right. out of your seats. This 
young man—with his classic bravura and his shattering au- 
thority—may reverse the whole trend in acting, taking it 
back toward an eloquent classicism. Also, I like the way 
the play shifted from the ’20s to the '40s, the past blending 
into and explaining the present. It was good fun and it had 
gome marvelous scenes and please, go see it because it’s not 
doing too well and it deserves better. 


The disturbing trend is “The World of Suzie 
Wong” and all its ilk, This represents a horrifying 
blend of the very real but corruptible talents of 
Josh Logan (I have to sit on my hands to refrain 
from calling him Sir Joshua Logan) and David 
Merrick. The mixture of sex and the exotic East 
is powerful box office and like opium it’s habit- 
forming and like opium it ought to be against the 
law. The exploitation has been masterful, the rail- 
road station posters stretching from Scarsdale clear 
back to Hong Kong. 


But it’s a rotten play, not even very good theater, not 
very well acted, gaudily directed and deeply unsatisfying. 
It would send the playgoer out of the theater so thoroughly 
disappointed that he might not come back to the theater 
ever. All the attraction lies outside, in the promotion, in 
the skillful following of a trend, in the exploitation of sex, 
and like a carnival sideshow, there isn’t much inside—but 
by then they’ve got your money. 


I hate to see the theater doing this sort of thing— 
which David Merrick does all the time—and I think it’s 
very shortsighted and could deeply hurt the theater on a 
long-term basis. This is the implication I spoke of earlier; 
it reminds me strongly of the way Warner Brothers ex- 
ploited gangster pictures in the ’30s which in its cynical 
contempt for audiences ultimately did grave damage to 


the box office.

Concert Pianist--Child Prodigy Grown Up 


Eloise Wells Polk Spivy Finds Tours Grueling but She Loves It All, Including the Traveling 


ELOISE WELLS POLK SPIVY ..

ELOISE WELLS POLK 
SPIVY, concert pianist, leads 
a life that is both glamorous 
and grueling. She lives in a 
beautiful white-and-gold apart- 
ment, wears lovely clothes and 
is applauded by audiences as 
the child prodigy who grew 
up to bemome a talented and 
successful adult performer. 
She also spends her winters 
on a cross-country schedule 
that would wither a seasoned 
traveling salesman, getting 
about by milk train, Grey- 
hound bus, and, at least once 
this winter, by rowboat. 

During the season whe.. she 
plays perhaps five or six con- 
certs in a week, she often rises 
at daybreak, rides all day and 
arrives in the new town just 
in time to whisk by the audi- 
toriums, where the piano tun- 
er or the high school basket- 
ball team is in action, and 
then to the hotel for a cup of 
tea and a change to her eve- 
ning dress. Two hours on the 
stage and she is ready for her 
dinner, in company with all 
the people who have been 
waiting to meet her. 

“‘And I love it, every minute 
of it,”’ she says enthusiastical- 
ly. “The all-night bus trips, 
the cold trains, but most of all 
the audiences, the wonderful 
American audiences. The only 
time I’m ever sorry is when 
the season comes to a close.” 

This vear’s season, which 
started the last week in Octo- 


ber and has included almost 60 
engagements, is just about to 
come to a close. Soon she and 
her husband, Dr. Dixon Spivy, 
neurologist, and her 6-year-old 
son, Jock, will leave for a va- 
cation in New Orleans and 
Mobile. 

Jock, who attends Rossman 
School, ha¢¥ shown no interest 
in music and his mother doubts 
that. he’ll become a piano 
prodigy at this advanced age 
since such trends’ show up 
much earlier: 

Her ability was evident from 
age 3. She has no conscious 
memories of first playing, but 
“just can’t remember ever not 
playing.’’ Her mother, Mrs. Os- 
car Johnson, tells of trying to 
get her to stop practicing and 
play. Her aunt, Eugenia Wells. 
remembers that the _ family 
would try to leave some tempt- 
ing project alongside her bed 
to interest her each morning 
and deter her from practicing 
at 6 a.m. 

When she was 9 she made 
her debut with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra and from 
then on she was regularly in 
the public eye. When she was 
11 she became the student of 
Robert Casadesus and _ soon 
after won a scholarship to Cur- 
tis Institute of Music, from 
which she was graduated in 
1953. 

Now 25, looking back on her 
rather unusual youth, she 
doesn’t feel that she missed 
much by not having a normal 
childhood. 

“On the contrary, I think I 
gained a lot,’ she says. “You 


meet so many marvelous peo- 
ple. The nicest people in every 
community are interested in 
music. The leading citizens 
everywhere, and especially in 
the smaller towns, are the ones 
responsible for the concerts. 
It’s surprising, for instance, to 
go to a town like Keene, N. H., 
and find people standing to 
hear a concert. Even the chil- 
dren will come backstage and 
the things they comment on 
are not the Chopin Serenade 
but the Bartok Suite.or the 
Bach Partita.” 

Under the management of 
the Civic Music League, she 
occasionally varies the pro- 
gram of musical numbers set 
out for her, but never the itin- 
erary. The show must go on, 
come rain or snow or flood. 


“I was on the bus going to 
Wabash, Ind., the day after 
the tornado here when I 
read a headline, ‘Wabash De- 
stroyed by Flood.’ For a 
minute I considered turning 
back but you don’t do that; 
the curtain rises at 8 o’clock 
no matter what happens, 
And sure enough it did, al- 
though there were rowboats 
tied up outside the concert 
hall.”

Scholarship Chance Slim for ‘C’ Student 


By Fred M. Hechinger 


QUESTION: My daughter, 
Carol, is a junior at a woman's 
college, and is majoring in so- 
ciology. She is very anxious 
to continue her studies after 
graduation, for her masters de- 
gree. Are there scholarships 
offered for this, either whole 
or in part? If so, are require- 
ments better than a “C” aver- 
age in her present work? I 
want her to do this very much 
so that she will be prepared 
to teach as well as work in the 
other phases. My husband may 
retire in another year and I’m 
concerned about how much we 
can help her.—MRS. J. N. B. 


ANSWER: There are a great 
many graduate fellowships and 
scholarships, some of them 
sponsored by the foundations, 
others available through grad- 
uate schools themselves. But 
I'd be less than honest if I 
held out much hope for a ‘‘C’”’ 
student, 


Let’s face it: competition 
for scholarship aid is tough, 
and there are enough deserv- 
ing “A” and “B” students in 
need of such aid. 


You ought to have a good 
heart-to-heart talk with your 
Carol. If she wants to get 
ahead in the academic world, 
it’s not too late for her to do 
some serious studying and pull 
up her record by the time she 


gets her college degree. Don’t 
hesitate to tell her what the 
family’s financial problems are. 
However, if she can’t get her 
marks up and she still wants 
to go on, let her look into the 
possibility of some of the uni- 
versity loan funds. That way, 
she may be able to finance her 
own postgraduate’ education 
and repay the debt later. 


QUESTION: Are there no 
subjects at all that can be 
taught with only two years of 
college? Or, do you have to 
have four years of college to 
be able to teach in any 
schools? —E. H. 


ANSWER: All the formal re- 
quirements for elementary 
school teaching today include 
at least four years of college, 
with a bachelor’s degree. In 
most states, the minimum re- 
quirement for high school 
teaching includes at least a 
fifth, postgraduate year of pro- 
fessional training. 

There are, however, ex- 
ceptions to these require- 
quirements in some _ areas 
where the teacher shortage 
is very serious. Quite a num- 
ber of elementary school- 
teachers today are teaching 
with less than four years’ 
college preparation. They 
hold so-called emergency li- 
censes.

TEHERAN, Iran, March 18. 

I HAVE JUST RECEIVED a copy of an article written 
by a Father Ginder. In this piege he gives the impression 
that anyone in public life or ptivate life who faces the 
fact that we have to live in the same world as the Russians 
and who realizes that a third world war is an impossibil- 
ity as an answer to our problems is in some way betraying 
the people of the United States. He declares that such peo- 
ple are making others believe that the Russian Govern- 
ment does “not intend to be anything other than mur- 
derers. Their actions prove this every day.” 


I would like to say I think many of us realize 
only too well that if the Russian Government felt 
it could wipe out all opposition to a Communist 
world by a military attack it would not hesitate to 
do this. Fortunately, however, it has not felt that 
this was possible, and we pray that our prepara- 
tions will be such that a balance in military power 
will be kept, so that the Soviet Government will 
be forced to continue to try to win by other means 
—economical and cultural. 


Union might very well be laying plans to 
try to bring about a military situation in which it might 
hope to win without retaliation, but I think it is up to us 
to see that that hope does not materialize.
